The Cost of Newspapers. 


From a suggestive article .on news- 
papers, by Eugene M. Camp, in the 
June Century, we quote as follows: 
“What is the total annual cost to the 
wholesale purchasers of news—namely, 
the publishers—of. the entire news pro- 
ducts of the United States? An anawer 
to this question would be of interest, 
but it has never heen answered. For 
several years I have heen gathering in- 
formation upon whieh to base an esti- 
mate. Publishers have uniformly ex- 
tended me every courtesy ; nevertheless 
I find it an exceedingly difficult quan- 
tity to arrive at, and i my figures I do 
not claim absolute accuracy. Publishers 
in this country annually expend some- 
thing-near the following sums for news :

Make Good Roads. 


An exchange gives the following good and 
seasonable advice for the benefit of path. | 


masters :—With the completion of seeding 
and other work urgent at this time of the 
year, farmers will enter upon their statute 
labor, rounding up the roads, filling wash- 
outs, repairing culverts, and levelling up. 
In this connection the free use of gravel 
should not be overlooked. It is almost labor 
in vain to throw upon the roads what has 
‘been washed out by the rains, for this has to 
be repeated as often as the year rolls round. 
A little extra labor and expense in depositing 
a layer of grayel where washouts are common, 
would make a solid roadbed that would stand 
for years. Leta few places be treated like- 
wise each succeeding spring, and in a few 
yeataa long stretch of good road would be 
the result.

The crupper can be shortened and lengthen- 
ed so as to touch different parts of the tail. 
On the second day a piece of woolly sheep- 
skin may take the place of the duster ; on 
the third day a hay band, on the fourth a 
loose cloth or a wide piece of leather or 
sacking, and thus continue something new 
until the colt will take no notice of any 
harmless thing, and will not’ pinch any of 
them when placed under his tail. 


Out Worms, 


These pests are exceedingly destructive 
on newly set cabbage, tomato and sweet 
potato plants. The most successful way to 
get ahead of these chaps is to wrap the stems 
with news r. Cut strips from two to two 
and one-half inches wide, throw them in a 
pan of water and wet them slightly, and 
they will wrap better around the stems. 
While one is planting the house wife or one 
of the children can wrap the plants so one- 
half inch of the wra paper will be be- 
low the surface of the ground, and an inch 
and one half out. The paper will” dry and 
harden, and the worms will not bother the 
plants except occasionally one willclimbover 
inside and cut a plant, but after taking the 
above measure loss will be light.

Peter Davi 


6 expiates his Crime on 
the Gallows. 


FORMER "EXECUTIONS WHICH HAVE TAKEN 
PLACE IN THE COUNTY OF HASTINGS. 


} 


BELLEVILLE, June 20.—Nearly twen- | 
ty-eight years having elapsed since an | 
execution took place in this county— | 
Richard and Mary Aylward, husband | 


8, 1862, for the murder of William 
Munro—great interest has been felt | 
here in the carrying out of the death | 
penalty in the case of Peter Edwin Davis, | 
who was convicted of having shot Wm. | 
Emory in Marmora township on Sep- | 
tember 19 last. The murdér was the 
outcome of an illicit armour between | 
the murderer and his victim's wife. | 
The circumstances will be fresh in the 
memories of our readers—the discovery 
ofthe great wrong done him, by the 
injured husband, the consequent quarrel 
and mutual threats between the men, 
the frequent clandestine meetings be- 
tween the woman and her paramour, 
Davis’ declaration to her that he would 
have her within a year, her gentle per- 
suasions to “Peter” not to kill Emory 
for fear he would swing for it, his de- 
parture for the woods on an alleged 
search for ginseng roots, Emory’s trip a 
day Or two afterwards tea marsh to cut 
hay,the suspicious conduct of the woman 
as to the failure of her husband to return 
at night, and on the following ee 
when she told her brothers that she ha 
dreamed that he had been shot, the 
finding of the body in the lonely marsh 
with a bullet wound inthe heart. Such 
are the chief incidents of this shocking 
tragedy. Then came 


THE ARREST OP DAVIS 


and subsequently that of the woman as 
anaccessory. Their trial followed,when 
Davis was found guilty and Mrs. Emory 
was declared by the jury to have had 
previous knowledge of the crime, but 
not to have desired its commission, 
which secured her acquittal, whilst 
Chief Justice Armour, concurring in the 
verdict, sentenced the prisoner to be 
hanged on this day. A-petition signed 
by 600 persons for the commutation of 
the death sentence failed to influence 
the Minister of Justice, and the prisoner 
paid the dread penalty this morning. 


DAVIS’ LAST NIGHT. 


During the night he was attended by | 
Rev. 8S. w, rector of Christ church, 
and Rev. D. F. Bogart, rector of St. 
John’s, to whom he protested his inno- 
cence and said he would proclaim it on 
the seaffold He-sought repose at3 a 
m. and slept soundly. until 5.20, when 
he aroee and partook of the Holy Com- 
munion. Shortly after 7 breakfast was 
brought to his cell, but he ate nothing. 
At 7.55 the procession started for the 
gallows, where: the prisoner stood with- 
out a visible tremor, and yet there was 
no-bravado in, his manner. 


THE CONDEMNED MAN’S SPEECH. 


Being asked by the sheriff whether 
he had anything to say, he replied : 

“Dear friends,—I have to thank Rev. 
Mr. Daw for the kindness which he has 
ahown towards me. 
this crime, so help me God.” 

The noose was then placed around his 
neck, the black cap was adjusted over 
his face and Rev. Mr. Bogart began to | 
repeat the Lord’s Prayer. When the | 
words, “Thy will be done on earth as | 
it isin heaven” had been uttered the | 
hangman pulled the cord, the weight | 
fell, at a few seconds before 8 o'clock, | 
with a thud and the culprits body was | 
Jerked to a height of two feet. For 
about a minute and a half his legs twich- 
ed convulsively, then all was still. The 
usual formalities were gone through and 
the body, which was placed in a plain 
black cofiin, was buried in the cemetery 
this afternoon. Davis left no written 
message other than this, which he gave 
to Rev. Mr. Daw : sp 

I leave to my sister, Mrs. Charles 
Emory, my watch, pair of pantaloons 
and two home made shirts. 

(Signed) Peter Davis. 

Mrs. William Emory, the prisoner’s 
paramour, was not admitted to see the 
execution, but was outside moving about, 
apparently in great distress,

half-breed, who was executed d 
the summer 1834, for the murder of a 
man named Dafoe, in Tyendinaga. 

The second execution was that of 
Samuel Peter Rock, who suffered death 
for the murder of a man named Robert 
Dickie, a settler on the Hasti 
in Monteagle township. The deed was 
committed on the 11th of January,1859, 
and the execution teok place on the 19th 
of June of the same year. The i 
ulars of this horrible murder are as fol- 
lows: Mr. Dickie, on the day of the 
murder, entered his hoase after a short 
absence and found that a box containin 
papers and money to the amount of 
$100 had been broken open, the papers 
scattered about the floor and the money 
missing. Dickie mentioned the cir- 
cumstances to a lad named Barbeau,who 
had ag tiny ge withhim. Open- 
ing a door mg into an adjoini 
room, Dickie shiarvoil Roek, = id 
in his employment, standing in one 
corner of the room with a gun in. his 
hand, which, upon the door been opened, 
he immediately raised and fired, the 
ball taking effect in Dickie’s head, kill- 
ing him-instantly. The murderer alsa 
attempted to shoot the boy. but he es- 
caped. Rock took to the woods but 
was soon captured, tried, convicved and 
executed as above stated, 

A DOUBLE BERCUTION,
